Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The primary focus of the interview was on claim 31 and the 102 
rejection based upon Davison. Specific attention was paid to claim 31, section (b), subsection (iii) where the claim calls 
for a solid phase material. The applicant pointed out that the Davison reference utilizes a gel phase material 
embedded with beads. This would be in contrast to a solid phase material, as called for in the claim. Therefore, the 
102 rejection based upon Davison would not be proper. The solid phase limitations are also found in rejected 
independent claims 31, 50, 58, and 114 as well. Both the solid phase material and the gel material of Davison do, 
however, perform the same purpose/function, and therefore may not necessarily overcome a 103 rejection merely 
based upon the recitation of a solid phase material. 
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
